MR. MAGIC, 


By the time this goes to press, DJs and designers will be 

mixing and manufacturing mix-tapes and shirts com- 
memorating Mr. Magic, the 
seminal New York radio 
jockey who died of a heart 
attack at 53 in Brooklyn this 
past Friday. Some tributes 
will be tasteful (like the 
project that Magic commis- 
sioned Boston producer- 
Tapper Will C. to compile last 
year), while others will be ex- 
ecuted solely in the name of 
profit. None will adequately 
canonize Magic as the vision- 
ary he truly was. 

The first personality to 
host a commercial radio 
show that played hip-hop 
exclusively, the man born 
John Rivas isa certified 
superlative. His Rap Attack — a varsity version of his off- 
frequency Mr. Magic Disco Showcase that began airing out of 

. Newark in the late "70s — debuted on New York’s WBLS-FM 
in April 1983. Magic, along with conspirators Fly Ty and 
Marley Marl, subsequently parlayed his famous taste and 
hot-and-cold charisma into the legendary Juice Crew, a 
cadre of primarily Queens-based MCs and DJs (including 
Kool G. Rap, Biz Markie, and Big Daddy Kane) that he co- 
founded, and that infamously feuded with the Bronx-based 
Boogie Down Productions in the first highly publicized hip- 
hop beef. 

After leaving WBLS in 1989, Magic spent his career shuf- 
fling between frequencies in Baltimore and New York; he 
returned to the latter in 2000 to spin fer the Emmis Com- 
mnications-owned Hot-y,;, but iasted ihere iust three 
years. Magic’s long-time motto was “No more music by the 
suckers” — a position that hardly jibed with payola-fueled 
contemporary formulas. Indeed, his primary allegiance 
was always to the listeners. Magic even once (temporarily) 
quit WBLS in 1984 after directors demanded that he water 
down the program. 

In the past few years — during which time he was un- 
able to secure a radio gig — Magic tapped Will C. to vault 
and digitize his extensive archives, which had for decades 
been traded via cassettes by vintage fans. The first product of 
Fly Ty, Will, and Magic's efforts, a compilation called Down 

the Dial, is a phenomenal testament to how drastically this 

particular luminary influenced his genre. Several obituaries 
noted that Rivas was renowned for his profound arrogance; 
to that I say: so is every hip-hop DJ worth a damn, and, 
whether they realize it or not, Mr. Magic is the reason.

THROWING STRIKES 


CHUCK KNOBLAUCH CHOKES THE CLUTCH.

For us New Englanders, Chuck 

Knoblauch was always kind of tough 
take. Yankee fans gushed about how 
“gritty” and “hardworking” he was, 
when in reality he was just short and 
white and kind of gnomish-looking. The 
love affair Yankee fans had with him 
was similar to Red Sox Nation’s infatu- 
ation with Trot Nixon, but that doesn’t 
mean we can’t still have negative feel- 
ings about Knoblauch.

Broadus has not been fired, but 
becoming controversial figure 
the school. was assistant 
Georgetown and George Washington 
University before coming to Binghamton, 
and was known have recruited play- 
ers from Philly’s Lutheran Christian 
Academy, a notorious diploma-mill high 
school.

HOW GLENN BECK DRIVEN MORMONISM AND WHY HIS FELLOW 
FAITHFUL (INCLUDING MITT ROMNEY) SHOULD WORRIED

Fifteen years ago, Clenn Beck was 
small-market with drinking 
problem, no friends, and bleak professional ene 
prospects. Today, he’s a Fox News superstar 
averaging 2.4 million viewers (in a medio- 
cre time slot, no less), an inexorably suc- 
cessful author (his new book, Arguing with 
Idiots, is the fourth Beck opus to top the New 
York Times bestseller list), and the leader of 
popular movement that condemns gov- 
ernment in general and President Barack 
bamia in particular. What's more, he’s 
otten under the skin politicians from 
both parties. Just last week, the White 
House took vigorous issue with 
criticisms of senior Obama advisor Valerie 
Jarrett, and Republican Senator Lindsey 
Graham of South Carolina ripped Beck’s 
cynicism and teary tendencies in an inter- 
view with the Atlantic's Jeffrey Coldberg. 
Notwithstanding Beck's reckless asi- 
ninity — e.g., his infamous claim that 
Obama has “deep-seated hatred for white 
people” that’s impressive career arc. 
And the media, naturally, have been striv- 
ing grasp the Beck phenomenon: wit- 
ness Time magazine’s credulous September 
28 cover story, a sharp column by the New 
York Times’ Frank Rich, earlier Times pro- 
file, and sundry other treatments ranging 
from the academic (Columbia Journalism Review) 
the middlebrow Katie Couric). 
Beck’s would-be interpreters occasion- 
ally note that he’s a Mormon: he joined 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints (LDS Church) as an adult, in 1999, 
with his wife and children. But in con- 
trast with former Massachusetts governor 
Mitt Romney, whose Mormonism was 
discussed great detail during his failed 
2008 presidential bid, the ramifications 
Beck’s faith has gone largely unexplored. 
That's unfortunate — because a case can 
be made that Beck is to Mormonism what 
Father Charles Coughlin was to Catholicism 
in the 1930s, when the “radio priest” 
peddiled nasty, faith-based opposition to 
another ambitious Democratic president. 
Civen the ease with which this discussion 
could degenerate into Mormon-bashing, this 
reticence may be understandable. To fully get 
eck, though, it’s necessary to understand 
just how many of his beliefs have specifically 
roots, are conveyed uniquely 
1 ways — from his embrace of former 
on leader Ezra Taft Benson's insatiable 
ism to his Mormon-bred sus- 
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obvious. Back March, for 
ng at the Mormon-history 

blog the Juvenile Instructor (juvenileinstruc- 
tor.org), Christopher Jones — a doctoral stu- 
dent in history at William & Mary — noted 
that Beck seemed plumbing the disturb- 
ing depths Mormon millenarianism, and 
marveled at the press’s seeming disinterest. 


Once the link between Beck’s faith and 
politics made, though, intriguing ques- 
tions emerge. Without his unsettling brand 
of Mormonism, would Glenn Beck still be 
Clenn Beck? Should members of the LDS 
Church cheering lamenting Beck’s 
protracted moment in the spotlight? Could 
Beck’s forays into stealth Mormon sermon- 
izing make his conservative evangelical fans 
rethink their loyalty? And if Beck’s religios- 
ity finally becomes a story, what might that 
mean for the lingering presidential hopes of 
2012 Republican contender Mitt Romney? 


DEEP TIES THE PAST 

fair, the media totally ignored 
the significance Beck’s Mormonism. 
September, Salon published several stories 
by Alexander Zaitchik, author of a forth- 
coming Beck biography, on Beck’s improb- 
able march to conservative superstardom. 
One — “Meet the Man Who Changed Glenn 
Beck’s Life” focused Beck’s deep ties 
to Cleon Skousen, an eccentric, prolific 


Mormon thinker who died 2006. These 
days, Skousen is best known as the author 
of The Five Thousand Year Leap, a book that 
dubs the Constitution and 
casts the Founders deeply Christian 
men. Beck has lavishly praised The Five 
Thousand Year Leap on air, and even wrote 
the foreword for a new edition of the book; 
as a result, this formerly obscure text is 
now bestseller its own right. 

But Skousen wasn’t just a cheerleader 
for Christianity. was also zealous pur- 
veyor of conspiracy theories, obsessed with 
communism in his earlier years and later 
warning of a vast mega-conspiracy in which 
communists and capitalists joined forces to 
seek total world domination. 

Oddly, Skousen’s mega-conspiracy clarion 
call — a 1970 volume titled The Naked Capitalist — 
was actually a book-length pseudo-review 
of Tragedy and Hope, a sprawling tome by the 
Mormon historian Carroll Quigley (who 
taught future president Bill Clinton 
Georgetown). Stranger still, Quigley insisted 
that Skousen had fundamentally misinter- 
preted his work. “Skousen apparently 
political agitator. historian,” Quigley 
complained in Dialogue, a Mormon intellec- 
tual journal, in 1971. “I never anywhere said 
that financial capitalism any its sub- 
Sidiaries sought to ‘support communism.’” 
Nonetheless, The Naked Capitalist gained a wide 
readership Brigham Young University 
(BYU), where Skousen was a professor of 
and where apparently taught 
one Willard Mitt Romney. (One internecine 
Mormon squabble, one former president, 
and one serious presidential contender 
what are the odds?) 

Of course, just because Beck’s politics 
are Skousenian doesn’t necessarily mean 
they’re deeply Mormon. No intellectual tra- 
dition can be reduced to one individu- 

al — and in 1979, the LDS Church 
distanced itself 
from the Freemen Institute, 
which Skousen founded in 
1971 to promulgate his 
half-baked ideas. (At 
the time, the LDS 
Church was led by 
Spencer Kimball, 
known for receiv- 
ing the revela- 
tion that finally 
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opened the Mormon priesthood black 
men. For his part, Skousen accused critics 
this notorious racial ban using com- 
munist tactics.) 

But Skousen is hardly Beck’s only major 
Mormon influence. His understanding 
present-day realities also reflects the para- 
noid anti-communism of Ezra Taft Benson, 
who served as secretary of agriculture in the 
Eisenhower administration, dismissed Martin 
Luther King as an “effective communist tool,” 
and later, from 1985 to 1994, was president of 
the LDS Church. (According to Mormon doc- 
trine, each church president, at the time of 
his service, functions living prophet.) 

Beck made his troubling fondness for 
Benson explicit just before the 2008 presiden- 
tial election, while riffing the comments 
clueless Obama supporter who was 
caught on tape saying that Obama’s election 
would mean no more gas or mortgage pay- 
ments. On his October 31, 2008, radio show, 
Beck cited these absurd remarks as evidence 
that dire prediction made Benson 
1966, during a speech at BYU, could soon 
come pass. 

Introducing Benson only 
secretary of agriculture, and omitting any 
mention his subsequent role leading the 
LDS Church, Beck noted that his listen- 
ers were likely the same age Benson’s 
grandchildren. Then came Benson’s voice, 
describing ominous conversation once 
had with Soviet leader Nikita Khrushchev: 


As we talked face to face, [Khrushchev] 
indicated that grandchildren would live 
under communism. After assuring him that 
I expected to do all in my power to assure 
that his and all other grandchildren will live 
under freedom, he arrogantly declared in 
substance, “You Americans are so gullible! 
No, you won't accept communism outright. 
But we'll keep feeding you small doses of 
socialism, until you finally wake up and 
find that you already have communism. We 
won't have to fight you. We'll so weaken 
your economy until you fall like overripe fruit 
into our hands!” 


CHURCH AND STATE 

Benson and Skousen were products the 
Cold War’s heyday, in which Americans of 
all religious stripes were spooked by real and 
imagined manifestations the Red Men- 
ace. But they also emerged from the distinct 
culture of Mormonism — which was shaped 
in its earliest days by violent conflict with 
the government, and which still brings 
its own unique understanding bear key 
political concepts and institutions. 

Take the US Constitution. As Michelle 
Goldberg explained in Kingdom Coming 
(Norton), Christian nationalists of every 
denomination believe that the Constitution 
is a fundamentally Christian document — 
and that the separation of church and state, 
as currently understood, represents a radical 
departure from the Founders’ ideals. 

But Mormonism goes a step further. 
According the Mormon scriptures, the 
Constitution isn’t merely a document 
written deeply Christian men. is, 
instead, the indirect handiwork of God 
himself. (See, for example, Doctrine and 
Covenants 101:80, in which God explains: 
this purpose” the preservation 
moral agency “have established the 
Constitution of this land, by the hands of 
wise men whom raised unto this very 
purpose.”) 

In addition, there’s a widely known 
concept Mormonism not contained 
the Mormon scriptures, but attributed to 
Mormonism’s founder, Joseph Smith, and 
still influential among some believers that 
effectively places believers perpetual Red 
Alert for the Constitution’s possible demise. 
According this tenet, commonly known 
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the “White Horse Prophecy,” there will come 
a time when the Constitution is in great 
jeopardy when will “hang thread,” 
in Smith’s purported words — at which point 
the Mormon people will come its rescue. 
Apparently, Beck believes that this ter- 
rifying crisis now hand (or just thinks 
LDS apocalypticism makes great radio). 
On Election Day in 2008, Beck interviewed 
Republican Senator Orrin Hatch Utah, 
who’s also Mormon, on his radio program: 


BECK Senator, do you believe — I mean, 
when heard Barack Obama talk about the 
Constitution and I thought, we are at the 
point or we are very near the point where 
our Constitution hanging thread. 

HATCH You got that right... 

BECK We are so close to losing our 
Constitution. are close losing what 
we have, and people aren’t thinking. The 
next generation, our children will look 
and say, “You sold my freedom for what?” 

HATCH Well, let me tell you something. 

I believe the Constitution is hanging by a 
thread. 


More recently, Beck used his radio show 
to propound the Mormon conception of 
Satan — though many in his audience may 
not have noticed. May waxing indig- 
nant about government-sponsored social 
services — as opposed to freely chosen acts 
of charity — Beck asked: “Did Jesus say, 
when man asks for your shirt, you give 
the government your coat also, and have the 
government give that coat to the man? No! 
government is the Devil.” 

That’s a bizarre statement — but it jibes 
with a passage in the Pearl of Creat Price, 
one of the LDS Church's canonical scrip- 
tures, in which God explains that Satan was 
cast down after he “rebelled against me, and 

God’s conflict with the Devil, in other 
words, originated with the latter's attempts to 
deprive humans of free moral agency. Hence, 
Beck’s overheated assessment of a hypotheti- 
cal, government-sponsored clothing give- 
away. As Jones, the aforementioned Mormon 
historian and blogger, immediately noted, 
Beck’s strange claim was actually “variation 
on a standard Sunday School theme.” 


ROMNEY’S APOCALYPSE? 
So is Beck’s retro Mormonism responsible for 
his particular brand politics? 

Not everyone thinks so. “Anybody 
that’s going back to the John Birch era is 
going to discover Ezra Taft Benson,” Jan 
Shipps, an emeritus professor at Indiana 
University-Purdue University Indianapolis 
(IUPUI) and eminent non-Mormon scholar 
of Mormonism, tells the Phoenix. “To say he’s 
going that direction because became 
Mormon pushing little far.” 

The prolific historian Michael Quinn, 
who grew the LDS Church, makes 
similar point. Quinn who was trained 
Yale, and has taught there and at BYU — 
was excommunicated by the LDS Church in 
1993 after pursuing several incendiary topics 
Mormon history. suspects that Beck’s 
conservatism led him to embrace the LDS 
Church, rather than the other way around. 
“The combination of Skousen and Benson 
would have been very attractive him,” 
says Quinn. think he’s now sharing with 
America what originally attracted him 
Mormonism.” 

Even Shipps and Quinn are right, 
though, that doesn’t mean that Beck’s 
faith insignificant. After all, thanks 
Beck’s chosen LDS influences, he’s cur- 
rently interpreting the first years the 
century via anxiety- 
soaked worldview that was 
50 years ago — and which, in tern, was 


itself grounded Mormon scripture and 
the LDS Church's i9th-century travails. 
Given this intellectual lineage, any 
wonder that Beck and his fans tend to 
regard fundamentally political problems — 
health-care reform, say apocalyptic 
battles between good and evil? 

Among some Mormons, meanwhile, 
there’s fear that Beck’s ascent could reinvigo- 
rate a strain of Mormon thought that’s been 
fading away. Rory Swensen is co-chair of the 
board of directors of the Sunstone Education 
Foundation, which publishes the indepen- 
dent, liberal-leaning journal Sunstone; he 
also writes for the Mormon blog Times and 
Seasons (timesandseasons.org). In a best-case 
scenario, Swensen says, Beck’s ascendance 
could foster discussion the notion repeat- 
edly endorsed by the LDS Church hierarchy — 
that Mormonism doesn’t require allegiance 
any political party, even though most 
tend vote Republican. 

That said, Swensen worries that Beck 
could help throw the LDS Church into a sort 
ideological time warp. “Mormons tend 
be one or two generations behind the broader 
culture, which is frustrating — a church that 
espouses prophetic inspiration should the 
headlights on issues affecting the oppressed 
and the downtrodden, not the taillights,” he 
argues. “On civil rights, were about 
years too late. We're fighting gay marriage 
right now, but I think you're going to see the 
broader culture adopt it — and about 30 years 
later, we'll find some way to make it work.” 

That’s his hope, anyway. But, Swensen 
adds, “With Beck tapping into and exploiting 
mid-2oth-century fears of anti-communism 
and anti-fascism, we might see a resurgence 
in that culture within Mormonism — and 
another generation of LDS leaders like Ezra 
Taft Benson.” 

Mitt Romney’s politics are radically 
different than Swensen’s — but as our 
former governor girds for another run 
the White House, he should probably be 
concerned, too. 

During the 2008 campaign, Romney 
wooed Christian conservatives by arguing 
that the doctrinal particulars his faith 
weren't important. What mattered instead, 
Romney claimed, was that he had faith — 
that he wasn’t a godless secularist. “While 
differences in theology exist between the 
churches in America,” Romney said in his 
December 2007 speech on faith, “we share 
a cormmon creed of moral convictions. And 
where the affairs of our nation are con- 
cerned, it’s usually sound rule focus 
the latter.” But as Beck’s example shows, 
shared moral conviction can mask radically 
different ideas about important subjects. If 
the press starts examining Beck’s Mormon 
influences in detail, they just might follow 
suit with Romney. 

Back in 2007, after Romney cited Skousen 
during a radio interview, the National Review’s 
Mark Hemingway — himself a former 
Mormon — struck a deeply skeptical note 
in a piece titled “Romney’s Radical Roots.” 
Skousen’s anti-communism, Hemingway 
wrote, was “so irrational in its paranoia that 
it would have made Whittaker Chambers 
blush. . . . For better and for worse, Romney’s 
familiarity with Cleon Skousen does convinc- 
ingly demonstrate that Mitt Romney is not 
far removed and indeed well-acquainted with 
radical and firebrand conservatism everi 
chained radiator the attic.” 

That’s precisely the sort talk that 
Romney’s speech faith was supposed 
to quash. Instead, thanks to the converted 
zealotry of Glenn Beck, the conversation 
might just getting started.

APARTHEID? 


THINK BUSING WAS PROBLEM THIS TOWN? SOME ARE LABELING CHARTER SCHOOLS, TOUTED 
POLS FROM OBAMA PATRICK, BOSTON’S NEWEST EDUCATIONAL BATTLEGROUND.

At the Edward W. Brooke School 
in Roslindale — a kindergarten-to- 


eighth-grade public charter school — the 
push to advance graduates to elite secondary 
programs begins in fifth grade. That means 
students are routinely steered toward such 
private and parochial schools Milton Acad- 
emy and Catholic Memorial. How about your 
standard-issue Boston public district high 
schools, such as English (in Jamaica Plain) 
and Madison Park High (in Roxbury)? Almost 
never. In fact, quite the opposite: Brooke 
its are told explicitly by advisors and 
literature that teenagers who attend 
h schools are “unmoti- 
disorganized,” and uninterested in 
education. 

The dismal reputation of Boston's district 

right be a sad reality of institutions 
filled with children from broken and low- 
income families. But according to teachers 
and administrators who work within the tra- 
ditional order, charter schools are only exac- 
erbating the problem by using tax revenue to 
help cycle promising city students out of the 
district system. In response, charter advo- 
cates are unflinching in their belief that the 
plight the overall framework should not 
factor considering the academic future 

1eir select students. 

Weighing both sides of the school-choice 
spat, two things seem certain with regard to 
Boston charters: many are unfit accom- 
modate needy, foreign-language-speaking, 
or poorly behaved students, yet 2) they have 
proven capable launching proficient 
learners onto extraordinary life trajectories. 
Indeed, the charter movement has by all 
measures replaced busing as the hot-button 
issue in a city that will always be the nation- 
poster child for operatic battles over public 


education. 


DROPOUT FACTORIES 
At Roxbury Prep, a charter serving grades 
six through eight, co-director Will Austin 
insists that placement counselors do not 
badmouth such destinations as Dorchester 
High or Madison Park; still, not a single 
one of the 54 2009 Prep grads matricu- 
lated to Boston public district schools. It’s 
a similar case at Excel Academy in East 
Boston, where more than two-thirds of 
students last year fled the district system 
for private and parochial pastures following 
commencement. The numbers are simi- 
lar throughout the Boston public charter 
schools that terminate in eighth grade. 

The charter-school conundrum is 
hardly isolated to the Boston area, where 
mayoral candidate Michael Flaherty is 
hell-bent on vast charter expansion, while 

nbent Mayor Tom Menino is reticent 

to surrender municipal funds to programs 
that do not answer to his school commit- 
tee. (In June, Menino did adjust his long- 
held anti-charter stance and vowed to turn 
low-performing district schools into alter- 
native programs. 

At the federal level, President Barack 
infuriated teacher unions (which 
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oppose charter schools because, they claim, 
they divert funds away from the majority 
students) championing charter growth 
his first education address this past March. 
Statewide, Governor Deval Patrick recently 
proposed legislation double the number 
charter seats across the Commonwealth to 
more than 50,000, inciting hundreds to rally 
the State House, both support and 
opposition his plan. 

Back in Boston, a September 16 report by 
the adamantly anti-charter Massachusetts 
Teachers Association (MTA) fueled the cross- 
fire, labeling all Boston public charter schools 
“dropout factories” and accusing adminis- 
trators practicing “selective out-migration.” 

“It’s this whole notion pushing low 
achievers back into the public system, 
and guiding what they perceive high 
achievers into other types of schools,” says 
Kathy Skinner, policy and practice director 
for the Center for Education, who authored 
the controversial MTA report. “When think- 
ing about this, people should ask them- 
selves charter schools should able 
create discriminatory two-tier education 
system and public dollars should 
used support that.” 

other words: Hub charters have 
benefited many children, but possibly at 
the expense the overall public-education 
infrastructure, not mention the percent 
students who leave charter schools before 
graduating. Whether the net outcome 
positive depends who you ask. 


POSITIVE IMPACT 

Created through the Commonwealth's 1993 
Education Reform Act, Massachusetts char- 
ter school public institution that run 
a board of trustees operating independently 
from local school committees.

Last year, 
nearly eight percent (or 4800) Boston’s 
approximately 60,000 public-school students 
attended charters. 

There is endless debate as to the effective- 
ness of charter schools, much of which stems 
from the uniform practice exclusively 
enrolling students certain grade levels (and 
not replenishing the student body). Boston 
charter high schools Codman Academy (in 
Dorchester) and City Hill (in Roxbury), 
for example, only accept students the 
ninth-grade year. So, though both boast 


100 percent college placement, many claim 
such figures are deceptive, and that charter 
schools manipulate data solicit funding 
and admiration. 

“Boston’s Commonwealth charter 
schools have significantly weak ‘promot- 
ing according the MTA study 
out-migration. continues: “The number 
seniors routinely below percent 
the freshmen enrolled four years earlier. 
Looking another way, for every five 
freshmen enrolled charter high 
schools, there were only two seniors.” 

That deliberation affects the comparison 
traditional- and charter-school students 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) tests and other academic

far those results are concerned, 
opponents charge that charters benefit 
from not having to account for students 
that they purge. District schools cannot 
legally enforce the same behavioral and 
academic sanctions as charters, which sus- 
pend students nearly five times more than 
district schools, and often expel under- 
achievers and lose kids result asking 
them stay back. Furthermore, while 
charter admissions don’t discriminate, 
critics say they are ill-equipped instruct 
learning-disabled and foreign-speak- 
ing students, who, as a default, mostly 
wind district schools, where they 
negatively affect test scores, producing low 
rankings and the sort reputations that 
charter-school guidance counselors warn 
their students about. 

The fight against charters will prove 
tough one, teachers and traditional- 
school representatives believe popular 
sentiment lies with administrators from 
the MATCH Public Charter School, which 
Flaherty cited as a model in his last debate 
against Menino. The MATCH Web site 
claims that the school offering “the edu- 
cational equivalent spinach [while dis- 
trict schools are] offering Twinkies.” 

“We expose them all the tools, and let 
them know that the ball is in their court,” 
says Joelle Gamere, the Brooke School’s 
director high-school placement. “That’s 
our mission: take your knowledge straight 
college.” 

Still, Skinner and others opposed to 
out-migration believe that exclusionary 
attitudes are detrimental to the majority of 
children. “There have been success stories,” 
says Skinner, who says such practices are 
creating funded private system.” 
“But they've all been at the expense of kids 
district schools.”

Three years ago, Russell Freeland had 

what most would consider a settled 
life. He was working at Harvard University 
and was financially comfortable enough to 
own an expensive condo with his wife in the 
Boston area. Just two years later, though, 
Freeland was hungry, exhausted, and home- 
less, trying to survive in Austin, Texas. The 
39 year old found himself sleeping in full 
public view — on bus-stop benches, along the 
Colorado River —- and worrying for his safety. 

“I just felt very vulnerable,” says 
Freeland, “like anybody could come up and 
kick the head because they thought 
had something.” 

His is a disturbing saga, where every sun- 
set stimulated fears about where he might 
take sanctuary for the evening, and where 
even finding refuge in safer, out-of-the-way 
grassy fields had its own traumatic conse- 
quences, such the hungry bugs who had 
their way with him as he dozed. But it wasn’t 
the sudden turn the economy that put our 
subject out on the street, nor were his cir- 
cumstances similar to those of the thousands 
of other homeless people in this country. 

Freeland’s predicament was entirely of 
his own making. Pursuing a self-imposed 
assignment called the “Absolute Zero 
Project,” the abstract artist had given away 
or sold all of his possessions — including 
his money — and boarded a plane at Logan 
bound for Austin, a city to which he had 
never before traveled, and where he knew 
no one. In the Texas capital, he vowed to 
live solely off of his art -- selling and trading 
it for sundry goods as well as places to stay. 

It was a brave, perhaps insane experi- 
ment, one that Freeland partially attributes 
to a desire to challenge himself artistically. 
After all, the sheer number of works he was 
going to have to produce, realistically — just 
to stay alive — would be considerable. 

But his journey also had a spiritual 


©), 


component. “I had an overwhelming desire 
to strip down to the core essentials of who I 
am,” he told INsite magazine, an Austin-based 
publication, once word got out about his experi- 
ment, “someone good making things 
and someone who does his best to be kind to 
the people he comes into contact with.” 

The question was: in our modern world, 
would these qualities enough let him 
survive? 


JUST LIVING 

“A lot of time, I just feel asleep day to day,” 
confides Freeland now, comfortably back in 
Allston after nearly a year on the edge in Texas. 
“You know what I’m saying? You're not put- 
ting anything to the test — you're just living.” 

The Hawaiian-born artist, who sometimes 
goes by the art handle “Rocduv,” has dark 
blond hair and a fondness for sunglasses and 
collared shirts. You might know his work 
from the countless sidewalk paintings he’s 
done in neighborhoods throughout Boston 
with his pal Robert Guillemin, a/k/a Sidewalk 
Sam. The two are part of Art Street, Inc., in 
Newton, a nonprofit organization that creates 
populist art events. 

The idea for the Absolute Zero Project came 
to him a number of years ago, but he only 
began to seriously consider it in 2007, the year 
his 12-year relationship with his wife fell apart. 
It was then that Freeland started renting rooms 
in Davis and Inman Squares and was “floating 
by” on little jobs, thinking he should do “some- 
thing life affirming, something that would 
teach about myself.” 

Thus, in addition to choosing Austin as his 
destination (because it was warm and “cultur- 
ally developed,” he says), he also assigned him- 
self certain rules which need abide. 
He would not be able to stay in the same place 
for more than three days on end, for example. 
Neither could accept charity nor sell his art 
family or friends met prior to the trip. The rules 


were intended to keep his journey interest- 
ing and challenging, well make sure 
didn’t get too complacent while there. 
Because being homeless is, apparently for 
some, not enough challenge. 


The newly broke Freeland carried everything 
he had to his name when his plane touched 
down at Austin-Bergstrom International 
Airport on October 8 last year. This included 
a sweater, an additional pair of socks, a fake 
leather jacket, pre-paid Skype phone and 
charger, and a digital camera in order to 
document his journey. 

“My initial response was, ‘Is this guy 
gonna make it?’” says INsite journalist Maria 
Mann, who met him at the airport that day 
after getting wind of his story. “Or is there 
some kind of weird death wish here?” 

The next few days proved the most dif- 
ficult. Freeland did manage to barter for a 
few items (art supplies, a Swiss-army knife, 
etc.), as well as to make the acquaintance of 
a bartender named Doug, who traded him a 
beer for a sketch. But because he was mostly 
crashing outside, he had gotten little to no 
sleep since arriving. He also had very few 
options when came keeping himself 
clean, which concerned him part his 
survival depended on the way he presented 

his third day, Freeland caught break 
when couple took interest. “First, the 
guy bought a sketch,” recalls the artist. “Well, 
thought that was funny, because I was like 
the Wildman of Borneo by then.” 

The joker returned though, buying paint- 
ing for $60, which Freeland used procure 
his first good night sleep youth hostel. 

As word spread about the project, Freeland 
began finding people willing host him 
exchange for a painting. One woman made 
him swab down with vinegar before entering 
her apartment. Another (less anal) host had 
him over for Thanksgiving with her family. 

As for food, he found that he could live 
for a stretch on $2 worth of bulk oatmeal 
from Whole Foods. Sometimes, he artisti- 
cally chalked coffee-stand blackboards 
exchange for baked goods. 

As he got deeper into the experiment, 
the city began look different from when 
first arrived. “It was creepy feeling 
when it’s getting dark and you know 
you're gonna have to sleep soon,” recalls 
Freeland of his first few days. “I would 
pass these signs and hope that I don’t get 
completely lost.” 

Eventually, those same signs looked 
inviting. knew where they led. And 
more important, he knew (eventually) 
he’d be okay. 

To celebrate his successful return to 
Boston, Freeland will performing 
welcome-home musical gig (at O’Brien’s 
Pub in Allston) on Sunday called “Rocduv 
Returns.” Catch him there or soon after, 
before his restlessness kicks has 
been of late considering giving his project a 
second spin in a new, much more challeng- 
ing location.

RIGHT WING VS. REALITY 
“I cannot tell a lie,” said George Washington. 
Or at least that’s what we've been told. 

Yes, politicians and talking heads have 
always futzed with facts to suit their self- 
interest. But over the past 10 years or so, the 
right-wing noise machine has lied so bla- 
tantly and with such regularity that they’ve 
created a mirror-image dimension completely 
divorced from the “reality based” community. 

For them, down and black white. 
Witness Rush Limbaugh, after Congress insti- 
tuted rules that forbade calling the president 
“liar,” harrumphing that the House has “for- 
mally banned truth-telling in its chamber.” Or 
the attendee at the 9/12 rally in Washington 
who toted sign: JOE WILSON FOR TRUTH CZAR. 

We could use such a thing, actually. It’s 
astounding the bald-faced falsehoods that 
are bandied about these days. Sarah Palin 
prattling on about death panels. Michell 
Bachmann and her re-education camps 
and school sex clinics. Bottle-blond “birther 
queen” Orly Taitz sputtering that Obama is 
usurper. 

Once upon a time, the president's press 
secretary wouldn't stoop to acknowledge

to entertainers like Whoopi 
Goldberg, truth isn't what it 
used to be. 


“made up, fictional, nonsense” (in Robert 
Gibbs's words) like the fabricated furor over 
the president's birthplace. But this is the 
world we live in. 

Recently factcheck.org put together a post 
titled “Twenty-six Lies About H.R. 3200.” The 
only thing surprising was that they could 
find just 26. It’s not for lack trying 
McCaughey’s part. 

Since the mid ’90s, McCaughey — a former 
board member Cantel Medical Corporation 
and tobacco-industry shill — has been a gush- 
ing font anti-health-care-reform propagan- 
da. Yet instead being execrated, she’s given 
a platform on actual news 
networks (CNN, CNBC) 
spout her industry-sponsored 
falsehoods. 

Even Wikipedia cites 
articles lambasting her pur- 
veyance of “misinformation,” 
“scare tactics,” and “ridicu- 
lous falsehood{s},” but seems 
hesitant to call her out explic- 
itly. In the “talk” section of 
McCaughey’s page, one mod- 
erator presses the point that 
experts have “impugned the 
validity of her claims” — but 
others lobby to maintain the 
site’s “Neutral Point of View” 
policy, opining that “We 
shouldn't . . . call her a liar or 
anything else in the encyclo- 
pedic voice.” 


GIMME SOME FICTION! 
Why wouldn't someone lie in a 
media culture where account- 
ability scarcely exists? 

ter all, the high-ups who lied about 
war and torture won't be held answerable in 
any prosecutorial way. And Wall Street socio- 
paths who lied for years about the soundness 
of mortgage-backed securities and credit- 
default swaps still escaped real censure — in 
fact, as Newsweek puts it playfully, they’re 
already “back to being their feisty selves.” 

So should it surprise us that lying perme- 
ates our pop culture, from the steroid epidem- 
ic in baseball to the popularity of Mad Men — a 
show, Slate pointed out earlier this week, 
whose characters “are constantly lying to one 
another, to themselves, and occasionally to 
the American consumer.” 

Indeed, we've recently seen some 
Hollywood types lying to themselves 
as they line up to show support for 
Roman Polanski, who, well, raped 
a13 year old. P’shaw, says Whoopi 
Goldberg: “It wasn't rape-rape.” 

At least Goldberg was honest 
enough a few months back to call 
Glenn Beck “lying sack dog 
mess” — gratifying if only because 
so few others besides the Jon

the world are willing the same. 

Consider Time magazine’s recent Beck 
profile. Here’s a man, as Media Matters for 
America notes, who “tells lies of such size 
and obviousness, and with such frequency, 
that fail make his dishonesty clear right 
front itself dishonest.” 

example: Beck claimed the 
9/12 Tea Party boasted an attendance of 
1.7 million people, the “largest march on 
Washington ever.” 

Untrue! But you wouldn’t know that from 
the story’s lede. “If you get your information 
frorn liberal sources, the crowd numbered 
about 70,000,” it read. “If you get your infor- 
mation from conservative sources, the crowd 
was hundreds thousands strong, perhaps 
as many as a million....” 

Also untrue — it’s one or the other. The 
Fire Department estimated the crowd 
be 60,000 to 70,000. Does that makes them 
the “liberal media”? 

In this information-swamped digital age, 
we need delineation between facts and false- 
hoods more than ever. Instead, we get lame 
attempts at “balance” and 
mealy-mouthed false equiva- 
lence. get left wing and 
right wing that subscribe 
separate sets of facts. 

Yet even with one political 
party whose members and 
mouthpieces “retail outright 
lies” — in the words of Time’s 
Joe Klein — the problem, as 
ABC’s Dan Harris let slip last 
month, is that “the main- 
stream media love good 
fight, even if the charges are 
unfounded.” 

No wonder more and 
more people flock sites like 
Factcheck, Politifact, and 
Snopes to double- and triple- 
check what they’re hearing. 

The good news is that it 
seems some folks have found 
one effective way fight- 
ing back against lies and the 
lying liars who tell them 
(to quote the newly minted 
junior senator from Minnesota). 

An article in the New York Post last week 
suggested Palin is having a harder time than 
she'd expected booking big-bucks speeches. 
“The big lecture buyers in the US are para- 
lyzed with fear,” one source said, “basically 
because they think she is a blithering idiot.” 

Meanwhile, Politico reports that “liberal 
allies of President Barack Obama aren’t just 
getting mad conservative attacks his 
agenda. They are getting even way cal- 
culated to hit conservatives where it counts: 
their pockets.” 

So at least we can count on one eternal 

verity: money talks, and bullshit 
walks. Hopefully, far away 
possible.

SHINING LIGHT SECRET IBERIAN BARGAIN

with horns, clocks, and decorated China 
make for an overall fun atmosphere. Even 
better since it’s punctuated by Portuguese 
pop background music, not the old-school 
Fado with too much sadness to stimulate 
the appetite. 


EATING OUR WAY 

OUT RECESSION 

So, dear readers, it’s time for another 
culinary-economy update. How are we do- 
ing, restaurant-wise? Really, better than I 


expected in the black-and-white measures 


of restaurants opening and closing. 
Doubtless, everyone is tightening belts 

and budgets, but the new menus with 

more small plates have kept people going 


~ out. Boston tourism has perhaps replaced

Three-year-old ethnic bargain spot 

Con Sol snuck under reviewers’ 
radar with an Iberiammenu that draws 
mostly on Portuguese-American food — a 
cuisine that feels native to long-time 
Cantabrigians, but otherwise is little 
known north of New Bedford and Fall 
River or west of Provincetown. Better for 
you, since this Inman/Central Square-area 
storefront serves up savory meals in the 
vein of the past, and a sense of knowing 
what few others have discovered. 

We begin with thick slices of white 
bread and good, not great, olive oil from 
a cruet that really is intended 
to make oil-and-vinegar salad 
dressings. Appetizers come on 
seriously, though, as chef-owner 
Tony Amaral borrows a lot of 
tapas and small plates from that 
other Iberian country. 

A fine crossover dish is sopa 
de casa ($4), here done home- 
style and not overly thickened, with kale, 
Portuguese sausage, and a few beans. Sopa 
de ajo ($4) is more Spanish, a false soup (no 
meat stock) based on a broth of tomatoes 
and fried garlic, with an egg dropped in 
and softened bread to thicken it. Both are 
winter warmers. 

The short-rib appetizer, costillar 
lacado ($7/appetizer; $15/entrée), is per- 
haps the biggest portion I've ever seen, 
and is falling-off-the-bone tender and 
full of flavor. If you are going for all small 
plates, it could center your meal. Octo- 
pus ($8) is prepared on a redware dish (a 
cazuela in Spain) and stewed with salt, 
pepper, and a bit of tomato until tender. 
Clams ($7) are presented in a nice size 
bowl of the usual, flavorful garlic-wine 
sauce, with bread that is ideal for dip- 
ping. The best appetizer buy is pasteis 
bacalhau ($6): eight beautifully fried 
finger croquettes with balanced funky 
salt cod and potato to smooth it out, plus 
a lemony mayonnaise dip. 

One appetizer that didn’t delight was

bland pork-and-cheese spread on toasts 
($6), though it was eaten nonetheless. 
The house salad ($5) uses olives and 
plum tomatoes. 

A paella entrée ($16) didn’t suffer from 
the all-too-common Lazy Paella Syn- 
drome; instead, the rice was undercooked 
and soupy, and the seafood (clams, mus- 
sels, scallops) was perfect, as were shreds 
of chicken and slices of chorizo sausage. 
Carne porco alantejana ($14), a classic 
combination of pork and clams — some 
Say it was invented during the Inquisition 
to test the sincerity of converted Jews and 
Muslims — is mostly about the 
clams, with the pork as flavoring 
and cubes of oven-fried potato as 
filler. Pollo carioca ($12), despite 
its Brazilian name, is a simple 
dish of braised boneless chicken 
breast in a mild white-wine 
sauce with bell peppers and a lot 
of white rice. (Amaral’s parents 
owned the old P.A. Seafood in Somer- 
ville — since sold, moved, and turned into 
a nightclub — which always had some 
Brazilian food.) 

The wine list at Con Sol is as inexpen- 
sive as the menu, with bottles of solid 
Portuguese reds and whites in the low 
to mid $20s. We went after sangria ($12/ 
small carafe; $23/large carafe), which 
comes in red, white, and pink. The last is 
a novelty — we're not counting the water- 
melon-based pink sangria at Tupelo — and 
is made with rosé wine, peaches, and 
strawberries. Cappuccino ($4) and espres- 
so ($3) are available, but there are no decaf 
versions of anything. 

Although there are few desserts, they 
suit espresso drinks. A chocolate-mousse 
cake ($4), for instance, was all double- 
chocolate mousse, very little cake. Nothing 
wrong with that. Flan ($4) was a little stiff, 
with lots of caramel sauce. Not much to 
complain about there, either. 

Ragged yellow, some iron work, quarry 
tiles, a trompe l'oeil window, and a rustic bar 


some foreign tourism, too. 

While we've seen some chains oc- 
cupy vacant spaces, a few locations stay 
empty, and other restaurants switch to 
less-expensive formats — haute-fusion 
to Thai, seafood or steak to red-sauce 
Italian — the impact has been less severe 
than the milder but more sudden reces- 
sion at the end of the “Mass. Miracle,” 
around 1990. As in that recession, es- 
tablished restaurants have had an easier 
time obtaining loans for second restau- 
rants, but are placing them in under- 
served suburbs, rather than taking over 
indie spots in metro Boston. 

In the city, it seems, ultra-luxe cre- 
ativity has been canceled or postponed. 
For me, the lamentable closing is Perse- 
phone (upscale clothing-store/restaurant 
duets are going silent all over). The open- 
ing that may never happen is Barbara 
Lynch’s idea of a destination restaurant 
off Fort Point channel. I guess the water- 
front isn’t going to be the new Back Bay 
for quite a while, but if rents drop, the 
existing storefronts could be a new entry- 
level dining district. 

In the meantime, the lovely block of 
independent eateries on Peterborough 
Street has missed an entire baseball sea- 
son, and repairs are still desultory. So I'll 
leave you with this happy note: family- 
run ethnic restaurants do comparatively 
better in recessions. We have some tal- 
ented local immigrant cooks — dine with 
them and you won’t even notice your slim- 
ming wallet. ©

0) If knowledge is power, and words 
are the vessels for ideas, then the ap- 

peal of Scribblenauts is easy to understand. 
This is a game that takes your words and 
makes them real — at least, real in the 
gamespace. Whatever you can imagine, 
Scribblenauts can conjure. Simply use the 
Nintendo DS's stylus to write your word, ei- 
ther freehand or on an on-screen keyboard. 
The in-game noun dictionary claims to 
have some 20,000 words, or considerably 
more than the average person’s vocabulary. 
And it’s hard to stump: brand names, pro- 
fanity, and references to drugs and alcohol 
are verboten, but the game kept surprising 
me with how much it seemed to know, 
such as the difference between an ordinary 
motorcycle and a superbike (specifically, 
bad-ass styling on the latter). 

Scribblenauts just gets tripped 
up when it comes to what you 
actually do with all those nouns. 
Although there’s not much of a 
story, the premise has you con- 
trolling a cute lil’ cartoon fellow 
named Maxwell quest 
collect “starites,” which are sort 
of like the power stars in Super 
Mario games but even more use- 
less. Still, a puzzle game needs 
only the most tenuous thread of 
an objective, and starites are as 
good as any. 

Gameplay takes two forms: 
“Action Mode,” in which Max- 
well needs to find a way to reach 
a starite somewhere in the level, 
and “Puzzle Mode,” in which 
must accomplish goal for 
a non-player character, like helping a 
shepherd protect his flock from wolf. 
The game types are not so different, yet 
Puzzle Mode is more satisfying, because its 
levels take the shape of a story, however 
rudimentary. Still, both modes require 
the same approach, which is to use your 
imagination to solve the puzzles. Some- 
times this is very easy, such as typing in 
the word “ax” when you need to cut down 
tree. More-complicated puzzles soon re- 
quire a more advanced approach. 
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It’s here that Scribblenauts’ weakness starts 
to show. In theory, anything you conjure can 
be used with anything else, and setting up 
complex interactions is the key to success. But 
nothing ever seems to work quite right. When 
faced with a troublesome bee, I half-jokingly 
attempted to call forth a bee-eater bird. To 
my surprise, the bird, with its char- 
acteristic bright colors, popped right 
up. It then demonstrated no interest 
in eating the bee. Instead, I shot the 
bee with a crossbow. (In fact, it was 
distressing how often puzzles could 
solved by shooting, burning, or explod- 
ing them, but that may say more about 
me than it does about the game.) 

Many logical interactions don’t 
work right, lots of objects appear 
out proportion, and pluralization 
confounds the dictionary.

The pieces look 
like Jules Verne designs 
manufactured Matthew 
Barney. 
Mowbray’s subject is the 
s futility of trying to predict 
; the weather. A video shows 
him on a rooftop strapped 
into the anemometer, or 
clinging the large plastic 
weathervanie (displayed in 
the next room), and stand- 
ing lazy susan spin- 
ning in the breeze. 

Five drawings produced 
by a weathervane-driven 
drawing machine that he 
constructed hang on the 
walls. They look like drunk- 
en Spirograph sketches. 

On the DeCordova’s roof, 
Mowbray has installed a 
larger — though not as 
handsomely ornate — 
weathervane-driven draw- 
ing machine. The wind 
spins pen across and 
and down paper mounted 
inside a barrel. The result 
is a scribbly tangle of lines, 
mostly gathered at the top 
of the page. 

No question that Mow- 
bray is great with his 

hands. But can his ideas match his terrific 
craftsmanship and his neato gadgets? I ap- 
preciate the Mr. Bean-style gag man 
giant weathervane. All the same, the 
best conceptual art sows new, surprising 
ideas that sprout in your head. Mowbray’s 
interaction with the wind — the spinning 
artist, the random scribble drawings 
halts at what you already know. 


Digital artist Brian Knep Cam- 

bridge considers the nature com- 
munity in “Exempla,” his suite of six re- 
lated interactive projections at Tufts Uni- 
versity. Erect, potato-shaped characters 
(drawn by a child) leap atop one another, 
forming precarious pyramids. They tum- 
ble down when they get too tall, or when 
you turn dial the wall that spins the 
whole scene like a bingo-ball tumbler. 

In Expand, characters buzz around a cir- 
cle of light high up the gallery wall. Turn 
timer below and larger oval light 
shines the wall, filled with the char- 
acters. They swarm around the brighter 
circle of light at the top. Occasionally 
one squeezes inside, inflates into gi-

ant, then drifts to the bottom. In another 
projection, the characters spin around a 
circle (faster or slower depending on how 
you press a floor pedal) until they vanish 
into bright light the center. 
The viewer interaction is somewhat 

simplistic, but the movement is beauti- 

ul, and the pieces resonate with one 
another. References the Tower 
Babel, sperm and eggs, and the bright 
light that some connect with the afterlife 
combine into open-ended philosophical 
metaphors of life and how communi- 
ties*\— from microscopic cells to human 
nations — move and cluster, grow or fail. 


“Drawings That Work,” the 21st an- 
nual “Drawing Show” at the Boston 
Center for the Arts’ Mills Gallery, surveys 
drawings as preparatory studies. It’s an 
intriguing way to frame the show: how 
do artists think things through on paper? 

The standout is pyrotechnics artist 
Ken Clark’s sketches for his design of a 
2001 fireworks display in Pennsylvania; 
exhibited with video the actual 
fireworks. (The show as a whole could 
benefit from more preparation-and-re- 
sult pairings.) X’s and lines fill sheets 
of graph paper like musical notation for 
the choreography “sunball crossettes,” 
“purple peonies,” and “gold flitters.” It’s 
not the draftsmanship that pulls you in 
but the privileged glimpse into the pyro- 
technic craft. Another highlight Mat- 
thew Rich’s colored-pencil sketchbook 
sketches of urgent little abstract rainbows 
and diamonds. 

But most the pieces artists 
picked guest juror Andrew Stein Raf- 
tery — an engraver who teaches at the 
Rhode Island School Design just 
that interesting. It’s shame giv- 
the talented draftspeople New Eng- 
land. To start, check out the illustrationy 
art at Ami Bennitt’s Space 242 sometime. 

“Broad engagement with the idea of 
preparatory work,” Raftery writes, “forced 
me to enlarge my definition of draw- 


ing . . . toinclude sculpture, video, digital - 


prints,” and, well, just about anything.” 
The same thing happened in last year’s 
show, which had the juror “rethinking the 
traditional approach to drawing as a me- 
dium.” The need expand the definition 
drawing until it’s meaningless reveals 
a lack of understanding that what makes 
this annual exhibit special the limited 
focus. This expansion also gives the im- 
pression that the jurors find drawing too 
boring to carry a “Drawing” show. 
Raftery doesn’t stick to the prepara- 
tory-drawing theme, either, including 
things like Karen Schiff’s rubbing of 
the floor front some Agnes Martin 
painting in a New Mexico museum. 


“How do the particularities of the ground 


which stand affect what see?”, 
Schiff asks. Standing the BCA’s con-

Well, I don’t know what Avril Lavigne is 
going to make of all this. When | inter- 
viewed Nick Cave for the Phoenix three years 
ago and he told me — drolly, languidly, 
literarily that his next writing project 
was about “a sexually incontinent hand- 
cream salesman” on the south coast of 
England, assumed was taking the 
piss. But here’s Bunny Munro crashing 
around Brighton with a sperm-caked sock 
under his car seat, slathering ointments 
onto the extremities of his lady clientele 
and rolling his distempered inner eyeball 
over “the curtain of ironed hair, the zany 
black-rimmed eyes and the pornographic 
cupid-bow mouth” of a certain multi-plati- 
num Canadian songstrix. Bunny is “al- 
most positive that Avril Lavigne possesses 
the fucking Valhalla of all vaginas.” Dear 
oh dear. (Faithless even in his fixations, 
he also has a thing — or a thing — for Ky- 
lie Minogue, whose anodyne disco romp 
“Spinning Around” he has creatively mis- 
read as a hymn to anal sex.)

Drugs everywhere, and seedy 
companions; terrible scenes in bottle- 
filled kitchens. His wife just hanged 
herself, which may have something to do 
with it, and now he’s all-day-shitfaced 
under his pomaded kiss curl, with his 
libido hauling him this way and that like 
something out of a Jim Carrey movie. 
The “blanched backside” of a waitress, 
the “glistening and moisturised lower 
leg” of a social worker — how’s a man 
supposed get anything done with all 
this ass everywhere? 

Worst of all, Bunny is not alone: nine 
year-old Bunny Junior is along for the 
ride, because has nowhere else go. 
Bunny Junior is a good boy — he loves 
his dad, and he reads his encyclopedia, 
and he passes his frequent moments of 
abandonment thinking about quasars 
and dinosaurs. The father-son scenes are 
heartbreaking: the pair’s relationship is 
suspended in an element of pure neglect, 
but when “Spinning Around” comes 
Bunny’s car radio, they erupt with shared 
joy.

“I told him that I 
needed a mentor in this business,” she tells 
me over the phone from Hanover. Her sec- 
ond disc with Hadley, the small-group date 
Soon (2007), hit paydirt when jazz journo 
sage (and Boston native) Nat Hentoff de- 
clared in the Wall Street Journal that Carr was “a 
true jazz singer in a time of wanna-bes.” 

Of course, what makes “a true jazz singer” 
natter of perennial debate. Parlato does 
cat or reinvent the melodies and har- 
es the way, say, Billie Holiday or Sarah 
ghan might have. But the swing is un- 


“If you gave me a multiple-choice test on 
jazz singing, I'd probably fail it,” says Carr, 
who’s shy about the label, even if an au- 
thority like Hentoff isn’t. “To say I'm a jazz 
singer, that’s kind of a big thing, and I don’t 
know if I deserve that. I’m a singer who tries 
to execute this material in the best and most 
honest way possible.” 

“Honest” in this case means that Carr — 
with the coaching Hadley never overs- 
ings and uses devices like vibrato sparingly. 
Or, as she’s said in other interviews, “I'm 
probably more known for what do.” 


But that doesn’t account for her swing, or 
her rounded, warm, adult sound, her ability 
to color a word or phrase, her breath control 
she turns the comer from one phrase 
the next, sustaining the legato line. 

It’s all there in the Jimmy Van Heusen 
& Carl Sigman ballad “I Could Have Told 
You.” In this beautiful monologue, the 
spurned lover, speaking to the man who's 
been dumped the woman dumped her 
for, says, “If only you'd asked, I could have 
told you so.” Carr — singing behind Bob 
Freedman’s poised arrangement — is conver- 
sational, resigned, but when she hits that 
“so” on the last turn through the chorus, 
the drop in register is wrenching. 

If you've never heard of “I Could Have Told 
You,” that’s by design. Of the 15 tunes on 
Common Thread (including two instrumentals), 
only the Gershwins’ “They All Laughed” and 
Rodgers Small Hotel” 
come even close being true standards. 

“Nobody needs another version ‘My 
Funny Valentine’ or ‘Someone To Watch 
over Me,’ ” says Carr. Hadley — with his 
encyclopedic knowledge of songs and sing- 
ers was key helping with repertoire. 
But he in turn was aided by Carr’s instincts 
and taste. “When looked ‘Something 
Wonderful Happens she 
points out, found that one ever re- 
corded it but Sinatra. It was written for 
him by Joe Bushkin.” 

What also sets this album apart from 
other standards records are those charts 
by veteran arrangers like Freedman, Adi 
Yeshaya, Rick Hammett, and Dick Lowell 
(who conducted the band sessions). Had- 
ley: “There are big-name singers out there 
with records where the arrangements are 
just cops of Nelson Riddle. I mean, Sinatra 
already sang that record, you know what I’m 
saying? I was on the phone one night with 
Dick talking about an arrangement, and ~ 
he said, ‘I get it, man, you don’t want any- 
thing to have even a whiff of a record copy.’” 

These arrangements — by writers who 
know both the singer and the ace players — 
and the production Hadley bring out the 
lush, sensual pleasure big-band music. 
don’t need to hear the third trumpet player,”

Common Thread covers everything from 
Stevie Wonder, Herbie Hancock, and Duke 
Ellington to hit 90s R&B vocal group 
SWV, with a wordless vocal arrangement 
of Wayne Shorter’s “E.S.P.” and pieces by 
New York songwriter friends Francis Jacob 
and Alan Hampton. Parlato’s group sound 
the based either Loueke’s 
guitar and rhythmic vocalizing or Aaron 
Parks’s keyboards — is as distinctive as her 
singing. On Jacob’s “Within Me,” it’s the 
combination of fast fluttering brushwork 
by drummer Kendrick Scott against Park’s 
evenly spaced impressionistic chords and 
bassist Derrick Hodge’s spare movements 
in and out of the vamp that creates the 
overall hypnotic effect, along with Parla- 
to’s breathy, pastel-colored, beautifully 
controlled singing.

Over 
the phone from New York, she tells me that 
the discovery her mother’s 
record collection planted the seed. “It was 
voice the whole approach, his 
tone and simplicity and the intimacy of his 
sound. was similar how would want 
sing music or feel music.”

“It’s such great song, such gritty 
song, I thought, let’s do it simply. And 
I know Lionel isn’t going to play it asa 
simple bossa nova, he’s going add all 
this craziness to it, and then it’s ‘What 
you sing the bass line you play?’ The 
approach is always the same, to get to 
the heart the song, find the juicy part, 
milk that and add it, moving forward 
in some way. And then maybe people will 
hear the song in a way they never did be- 
fore or pay attention to a different aspect 
the song. That’s nice challenge, and 
nice result.”

Now, one decade after entering the rap 
gantlet as a starving, salivating Salem 
State grad, the animal-rights spokesman 

and Spider-Man fan born Seamus Ryan 
offers his intimate portrait of the artist as 
a grown man. Three years in the making, 
Saving Seamus Ryan isn’t merely an adven- 
turous passion project — the meticulously 
crafted book-on-mixtape is a bay window 
into the life and psyche of hip-hop’s most 
socially situated sonic savant. 

“The album is based on a dream I had 
four years ago,” says Eso, who plucked 
and placed hundreds of carefully ma- 
nipulated samples, sound bytes, and 
snippets to illustrate his saga.

If new albums by Super Furry Animals, 50 Foot Wave, and the Flaming 
Lips are any indication, 2009 is smack in the middle of a new psychedelic 
age. Popism, rockism: please defer briefly to weirdism. The Lips have 
always been the most chthonic of the nouveau psychsters, and on the 
Oklahoma vets’ 12th studio album, they dive deep into the netherworid 
of human duality. This 70-minute epic (marketed as a double album, 

in the old-school sense) pairs ugliness with beauty on a host of auditory 
freakouts and creepy meditations: squawks of distortion and instru- 
mental distress nestle up to twinkling Rhodes pianos and breathtaking 
ruptures of harmony. In “Aquarius Sabotage ,” what sounds like B-movie 
psychosis is augmented by grand waves of harp — it's as if Alice Coltrane 
were to walk into a scuzz-punk bar. Likewise, the descending vocal lul- 
laby in “The Sparrow Looks Up at the Machine” sweetly complements 
the rough industrial grind of its rhythm section, and “Silver Trembling 
Hands” juxtaposes nervous tension with breezy relief. To add lyrical 
emphasis, frontman Wayne Coyne muses throughout on the inherent 


you can now imagine Brooklyn's 
A Place To Bury Strangers burst- 
ing through that dam like the 
Kool-Aid Man. Pointing out the 
presence of My Bloody Valentine's 
influence on a band like this is 
like citing the influence of Pasteur 
on milk drinkers, so I'll leave it at 
that. What glows about Exploding 
Head are the details — the many 
strands of shoegaze they hunt 
down and beat up.

DAVID CROSS NOT CROSS 


CHRIS FARAONE 


David Cross has no peer in sarcastic 
aptitude. The Atlanta-born, New 
York-based comic/actor the king 
contemporary alt-humor — a subgenre 
forever bent abandoning norms, but 
one that Cross habitually reinvents, 
whether he’s covering a Bank of America 
executive's tragic YouTube appropria- 
tion of U2’s “One” or suggesting that God 
likes to fuck little boys. Cross’s mid-to- 
late-’90s HBO sketch creation, Mr. Show 
with Bob [Odenkirk] and David, packed more 
genius into four seasons than the past 
two decades of SNL combined; his work 
as Tobias Funke on the Fox sleeper Arrested 
Development was ball-draining; his new 
hardcover, I Drink for a Reason 
(Grand Central Publishing), is 
the rare work of written wit 
that doesn’t reek of repetition. 
course, not everyone agrees 
with the superlatives that 
alt-comedy dorks would heap 
upon the bald wonder. Those 
people are called Larry the 
Cable Guy fans, and Cross 
set them straight few 
years ago with the most 
degrading torrent ever 
aimed at one comic by 
another. 


A FRIEND TOLD ME YOU'D EAT ME 
ALIVE IF | LET ON THAT I’M A HARD- 
CORE MR. SHOW FANATIC. BUTI 
FIGURED BETTER GET THAT OVER 
WITH FRONT. SO, BASICALLY: 
DO HAVE A PICTURE OF YOU AND 
BOB WALL, BUT DON’T MAS-

OF LIKE THE BOY WHO CRIED WOLF IN THAT

the boy who cried wolf. I’m years old, 


I’m the man who cried wolf. I’m huge 
Red Sox fan; I’ve spent upward of $15,000 
seeing games. I was at games three and 
four of the ALDS in 2004. 


YOU WENT TO EMERSON FOR ONE SEMESTER 
AND DROPPED OUT. WAS MORE THAT YOU 
LIKE COLLEGE THAT YOU 
LIKE BOSTON? | liked Boston — I just ran 
out of money quickly. I had no money, 
and my family was poor, and I took out 
loans — plus it wasn’t worth it. Emerson 
good certain few fields, but it’s 
not really worth all that money for what 
I wanted to do, which was film. I found a 
lot really cool like-minded peers Bos- 
ton, and I’m still friends with 
lots of them, like Janeane Ga- 
rofalo, Marc Maron, and Louis 
part of my development.

I don’t havea 
big problem with the label 
a practical sense, because it 
allows people to easily con- 
jure up that you’re in category A as op- 
posed category But once you move 
past that, category A is really vague and 
broad, and a lot of those people don’t 
seem to me like alternative comics. It 
[the label] was created when people 
started developing stuff in comedy that 
wasn’t clubs. When people thought 
stand-up 1987, they thought guy 
with a skinny red tie and a jacket saying, 
“What’s the deal with blah, biah, blah?” 
It took comedy a little bit away from 
that became personal and more 
club-friendly. But you’re funny, you’re 
funny, and you’re not, not, and 
that applies to every single type of com- 
edy — even clowns.
